Books that arrest the attention, and that charm, no matter when 
written, are alive — and no others. They may be thousands of years 
old, as with the Bible, or but of yesterday, or even today. The test is 
readability, enjoyment, the appeal to the permanent interests of man- 
kind.

But he was a great man certain of whose speeches have 
travelled round the world and will survive, b^ause they are the simple, com- 
prehensive, and adequate setting down of great thoughts at a crisis of the 
national history. And his other utterances are precious for the same reason. 
Professor Hart, of Harvard, noteworthy as a writer on history and international 
relations, is just the scholar to usher in such a collection of papers.
